lina, said truck growth, cotton, 
tobacco and potatoes all were 
badly in need of rain. 
C. C. Merchant, Columbia me­ 
teorologist, found “generally un­ 
satisfactory ” crop conditions in 
South Carolina. 
Southern Alabama’s cotton was 
in poor stand and from ten day s 
to two weeks behind normal be­ 
cause of rainfall deficiency .

Lakehurst, N. J., May 20 (A*) 
— The German dirigible Hinden- 
burg was grounded at the Lake­ 
hurst naval air station at 6:03 
a. m., (Eastern Standard Time) 
today , 
completing 
its 
second 
commercial crossing of the north 
Atlantic in 7 8 hours, 27 minutes. 
The landing was effected with­ 
out incident. At 6 o’clock the 
first landing lines were dropped 
from the great airship’s nose 
and seconds later other lines 
were thrown from the tail. The 
ground crew quickly pulled the 
Zeppelin to the ground.

Private business has 
undertaken this job successfully many times 
before and it will do the job ag ain if g iven the 
proper sort of support. But this support in­ 
cludes encourag ement from the federal g overn­ 
m ent and not further restrictions tending to put 
business in a straig ht-jacket and weakening con­ 
fidence in the future, throug h mounting federal 
debts and impending hig her taxes. 
President Roosevelt himself in his Baltimore 
speech told the country th at it was now up to 
business to hasten re-employment. To this as­ 
sertion business itself g ives a hearty amen. 
But it is not to be forg otten th at business can 
only make more jobs by expanding its activities, 
to take care of any increase in public demand for 
the m aterials produced by business interests. To 
expand, to build new units and add new m achin­ 
ery, to create more jobs for the unemployed, in its 
own as well as in other industries, a business 
must have money. The best place to g et this 
money is out of its earning s and its reserves. 
The new tax bill is desig ned to penalize cor­ 
porate thrift by taxing business reserves, forcing 
thè money which m ig ht be put back for a rainy 
day, or for expansion if the skies look brig ht, into 
dividends. The only alternative is confiscation 
by the g overnment throug h taxation. 
Certainly discourag ing the building of reserves 
by business corporations is a strang e way to en­ 
courag e such corporations to expand so th at they 
can take up the slack of unemployment. -It is 
a g ood deal like advising a small boy to save his 
pennies in a toy bank, and then extracting the

Co-operative g roups are 
coming to realize th a t their most dang erous com­ 
petitors are not other g roups in the food indus­ 
try, but certain schools of diet th a t take the joy 
out of eating in g eneral. 
Recently the spice trade, throug h its national 
association, beg an urg ing the entire food indus­ 
try to lay more stress upon flavor. “American 
cookery,” the spice men say, “is flat and insipid.” 
If the people can be taug ht to appreciate the im­ 
portance of well flavored meals everybody in the 
food trade will be the g q jner. 
One has only to study contemporary food ad­ 
vertising to realize th a t this movement, started 
by the spice trade, is having its effect. Apparent­ 
ly the food industry has beg un to see th a t its 
worst enemies are the faddists who scare us with 
bug aboos about this and th a t comestible, and 
dyspeptics who cherish the idea th a t anything 
th at tastes g ood is bad for us. 
There m ust be millions of Americans, especial­ 
ly those of middle ag e, who sig h for the g ood old 
days when one of the chief joys of life was the 
“sq uare meal.” To the food men who subscribe 
to this new theory of product promotion, we pro­ 
pose this slog an: “Back to thè Pleasures of the 
Table.”

“Robert Clarke is a graduate 
student at the University of 
California.

Indianapolis, Ind.—A high-fly ­ 
ing man will start the fast-fly ing 
field in the 500-mile race at the 
Indianapolis 
Motor 
Speedway , 
May 30. Captain Albert W. Stev­ 
ens, who soared 74,187 feet to a 
new world’s altitude record in 
the stratosphere in a dramatic 
flight at Rapid City , S. D., Nov. 
11, 1935, today was named by 
Capt. E. V. Rfckenbacker, presi­ 
dent of the Speedway , as honor­ 
ary starter for the speed classic. 
Capt. Stevens and Capt. Orval 
A. Anderson won out in the Na­ 
tional Geographic Society assault 
on the record held by the Soviet 
balloonists, 72,000 feet, on their 
third desperate attempt. The 
first attem pt ended in a crash 
near Holdredge, Neb., the second 
try met with failure when the 
canvas ripped at the take-off, 
deflating the bag. 
On May 12 of this y ear, Capt. 
Stevens was decorated with the 
Distinguished Fly ing Cross of 
the Army Air Corps for his 
achievements in the stratosphere 
and for aerial mapping and pho­ 
tography . He also received from 
the hands of President Roosevelt 
the highest award of the Na­ 
tional Geographic Society , the 
Hubbard Gold Medal. He also 


holds degrees of science and en­ 
gineering from the University of 
Maine and the South Dakota 
School of Mines. 
Capt. Stevens has had an in­ 
teresting life as a mining engin­ 
eer in Montana, Wy oming and 
California, and for several y ears 
as a gold miner in Alaska above 
the Arctic Circle. When the Unit­ 
ed States entered the World War, 
he came down to Seattle, enlisted 
as a private, but his unusual 
q ualifications were q uickly dis­ 
covered and he was sent to Cor­ 
nell 
university 
for 
intensive 
training in aeronautics and aerial 
photography , was commisisoned 
a lieutenant and sent overseas 
where he saw continuous service 
on several fronts, distinguished 
himself in fly ing over and photo­ 
graphing enemy lines, was com­ 
missioned a captain and at the 
time of the Armistice was fly ing 
deep into Germany . 
Captain Stevens secured the 
first actual photograph of the 
onrushing moon shadow at the 
time of the eclipse of the sun in 
1932, a picture science had been 
try ing to get for y ears. Captain 
Stevens today accepted the in­ 
vitation to send the field of 33 
cars away on he 500-mile race 
May 30.

of the original measure which 
sought to regulate prices, wages 
and hours in the bituminous coal 
industry, conferred late yester­ 
day with the president. Some 
quarters believed Guffey would 
introduce before tonight a new 
measure attempting to salvage 
features of the act. 
Whether the legislation would 
receive the official sanction of 
the White House and be pressed 
to a vote this session was not 
made known. 
In response to questions at a 
press conference, however, Presi­ 


dent Roosevelt made plain the 
aims embodied in the legislation 
killed by the supreme court had 
not been abandoned. 
“ Have you anything to say 
about the Guffey decision? ” re* 
porters ashed Mr. Roosevelt. 
Smiling and speaking with de­ 
liberation, 
the 
president de­ 
scribed the invalidated act as 
one designed to correct a criti­ 
cal situation in a huge industry. 
The general method of attempt­ 
ing to improve this situation had 
been agreed upon by miners and 
employers, he said. 
He said the striving to read} 
the goal would continue. 
Pointing'out that three opin­ 
ions were handed do# n by the 
supreme court in the case, he 
said with a trace of irony that 
these would prove educational 
and show there remained a dif­ 
ference of current interpretation 
in the federal judiolary. 
Coal operators who had backed 
the original act conferred yester­ 
day and worked on substitute 
legislation. Word was passed that 
the bads of the bill might be 
price-fixing provisions. 
The supreme court majority, 
while condemning the labor pro­ 
visions as invasion of state’s 
rights, did not commit itself on 
price-fixing if enacted in separ­ 
ate legislation. 
There 
was 
no 
official 
an- 


nouncement as to the attttude- 
of ¿ he United Mine Workers to 
legislation minus the labor pro­ 
visions, but their leaders were 
said to* feel it would be accepta­ 
ble to labor. One leader intimat­ 
ed the union chiefs might be sat­ 
isfied with a price-fixing and 
marketing bill as the best meas­ 
ure obtainable. ' 
The American Federation of 
Labor 
executive 
council 
was 
working on a proposed constitua 
tional amendment to permit the 
government to attain such ob­ 
jectives as those in the Guffey 
act. President William Green 
said “ we’re apprehensive over the 
validity of the Wagner act,** 
which sets up a system of regu­ 
lation for labor-employer rela­ 
tions in other industries. 
In 
drafting 
the 
proposed 
amendment, 
Green 
said, 
the 
council had encountered difficul­ 
ties because “ we don’t want to 
establish the autocratic power of 
congress to establish wages and 
hours and to nullify and destroy 
the free exercise of collective 
bargaining, and the right to 
strike.”
